Claims 2 1 and 22 were filed at the time the application was filed. 



The Notice of Allowance dated 04/14/04 indicated the allowed claims were 1- 
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21 . The electronic fuel injection system set forth in claim 20 comprising: 

a speed sensor located remotely from the throttle body and constructed and arranged to 
sense the rotational speed of the flywheel; and 

a wire harness engaged electrically between the microprocessor and the speed sensor for 
monitoring of an input speed signal from the speed sensor by the microprocessor. 

22. The electronic fuel injection system set forth in claim 15 comprising: 

a speed sensor located remotely from the throttle body and constructed and arranged to 
sense the rotational speed of the flywheel; 

an engine temperature sensor located remotely from the throttle body and mounted to the 
engine block; and 

a wire harness engaged electrically between the microprocessor and the speed and engine 
temperature sensors for monitoring of input speed signals by the microprocessor. 
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
